To Maxz Grounpnut Canpy.—Boil to- 
wether one pint of molasses, one gill of browa 
sugar, and two ounces of butter. When 
this is growing thick, add one pint of parch- 
ed and shelled groundnuts; then boil the 
whole fifteen minutes, and pour it into a shal- 
low dish to coo! and harden. 


To Extract pease rrom Crora.—The 
following is said to be infallible: ‘To sixteen 
ounces of rectified spirits of wine, add ten 
grains of carbonate of potash, (pure) half an 
ounce of essential oil of bergamot, and one 
ounce of sulphuric ether; mix and keep ina 
glass-stoppered bottle. Apply with a piece 
of sponge, soaking the cloth thoroughly when 
the grease is not recent. ‘The mixture 
emits a peculiarly fragrant odor, and being a 
fluid soap, chemically composed, will be 
found a perfect solvent of oily matter. 


To Keep’ a Stove Brient.—Make a 
weak alum water, and mix your “ British 
Lustre” with it; put two spoonfuls to a gill 
of alum water, let the stove be cold, brush 
it with the mixture, then take a dry brush 
and lustre and rub the stove till it is dry. 
Should any parts, before polishing, become 
dry as to look gray, moisten it with a wet 
brush, and proceed as before. By two ap- 
plications a year, it can be kept as bright as 
a coach body. 


To Cure Frrons.— Within the past year 
we have known the spinal. marrow of an ox 
or cow applied by three different persons, 
with the most satisfactory results, in reliev- 
ing the pain and securing speedy cures of 
their felons. This we are sure will be use- 
ful information to many. The spinal marrow 
should be applied fresh every four hours for 
two days— Scientific American. 


To Max Inpraw Puppina.—“‘Real Gine- 
wene Yankee Pudden.”—Take three pints 
of scalded milk, add as much fine (yellow) 
Indian meal as will be sufficient to make a 
stiff batter, and a teacupful of molasses, with 
salt to your tate. Boul it four hours, or even 
longer, for boiling does not hurt, but im- 
proves it. A few ripe cherries or whortle- 
berries will also improve it. Many think a 
small portion of suet (beef’s) chopped. fine, 
without the fruit, a good and even better 
addition.. Itis to be eaten with butter and 
molasses, ef course, 

This fine desert of Revolutionary memory 
should occasionally have a place on every 
man’s table.

DADDIES 


Wearing Flannel. 


Put it on at once; winter or summer, noth- 
ing better c&n be worn next the skin than a 
loose, red, woolen, flannel shirt; ‘loose,’ for 
it hag room to move on the skin, thus causing 
a titillation which draws the blood to the sur- 
face and keeps it there; and when that is the 
case no one can take a cold; “red,” for whit2 
flannel fulls up, mats together, and becomes 
light, stiff, heavy and impervious. Cot- 
ton wool merely absorbs the moisture 
from the surface; while woolen flannel con- 
veys it from the skin and deposits it. in drops 
on the outside of the shirt, from which the or- 
dinary cotton shirt absorbs, it; and by its near- 
er exposure to the exterior air, it is soon dried 
without injury to the body. Having these 
properties, red woolen flannel is worn by sail- 
ors even in the mid-summer of the hottest 
countries. Weara thinner material in sum- 
mer.—Hall’s Journal of Health, 


The above is good advice; but most persons 
we suppose, would prefer to wear white in 
preference to red flannel, were it possible to 
prevent it fulling up. Red flannel discharges 
its-color by perspiration; this is an evil which 
does not belong to white flannel. Red flannel 
soon looses its bright appearance, and becomes 
a dull, dirty-looking crimson; this is also 
caused by the perspiration. White flannel, 
when washed, always looks clean. Old red 
flannel cannot be made to look clean by all 
the waters of Lake Ontario: white flannel, 
therefore, has much to recommend it over red, 
and for under-shirts nothing else should be 
worn. It canalso be prevented from fulling 
up, ae well as red flannel, What property 
does the latter flannel possess over the former 
that prevents it from fulling up by frequent 
washing? It is made of the same materials, 
consequently the-cause cannot be in any dif- 
ference in the quality of the-wool. Red flan- 
nel, however, undergces boiling for about an 
hour in the act of coloring, and this alone, we 
conceive, is the.cause why it does not full up 
so readily asthe white. Let white flannel be 
boiled in clean soft water for an hour, then 
dried before it is made up into shirts, and it 
will be found no more liable to full (thicken) 
than red flannel. 
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Good News for the Ladies. 


The last report of the French fashions, 
communicated to a New York Journal, de- 
scribes, an. invention by which a crenoline 
petticoat can be converted into a balloon, the 
garment being swelled out or reduced to its 
natural volume, according to the will of the 
wearer. * 

« A small ingenious brass or caoutchouc 
machine is attached to the petticoat; this 
little piece of mechanism is furnished with 
a sous pipe and piston. If you wish to be 
seated in a carriage or a box at the theatre, 


you open the sous pipe and the air disperses 


with a shrill sound after the fashion of an 
engine whistle, leaving your dimensions such 
as will enable you to occupy a moderate 
space. But if you intend to spread your- 
self on the Champ Hlyses, or to enter a. 
ball-room where hoops and trains reign tri- 


umphant, you press the piston, the air fills} 


the tissure, and the crenoline swells out 
most majestically. It is very curidus to 
witness the ladies, when entering places of 
public resort with the piston attachment, the 
shrill sound of the escaping gas has a most 
curious effect on those who are unused to 
the improvement, but like everything. else, 
this will be thought nothing of when people 
get used toit. With the present style of 
dress it is nearly impossible for two ladies in 
full toilet to occupy the same carriage.” 
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How to tell a Counterfeit Bank Note, 


Mr. Dye, the editor of the Bank Note Delinea- 
tor, lectured at the Tabernacle recently, on Coun- 
terfeiters and their Tricks, illustrating his subject 
by a panoramic display of bank notes on®an en- 
larged scale. Some of his remarks will be useful 
to our readers. 

Mr. Dye said, that his object in these lectures 
was to explain the mode of detecting all classes of 
bad bills. ‘The idea of describing counterfeit 
notes originated with a counterfeiter in Philadel- 
phia, and it has ever since been turned to the ad- 
vantage of this class of rogues, 

There had been a suspicion, he said, that bank 
note engravers were the makers of counterfeit 
money. But this is not so, There never was 
but one engraver who turned counterfeiter. The 
counterfeiters are not so numerous now as for- 
merly, On account ef the great difficulty they 
have to contend with in the excellent workman- 
ship of genuine bills, they. have turned their at- 
tention to making spurious and altered bills. For 
these they can use one plate forall denominations 
of bills of every bank in America. This is done 
by erasing the title of the bank andnames of the 
state and town, and leaving a blank in the places 
of the figures and Jetters. 

The true way to detect a counterfeitis not al- 
ways by the signatures, but by the workmanship, 
which is generally coarse and rough. When a 
man takes a bill in his hand he should Jook at 
every part of it, particularly at the imprint of the 
engravers, [tis well to look at the letters, to see 
that they are well formed. Most counterfeits:can 
be detected by the imprint alone, 

The panorama now moved, and on canvas,ten 
by fourteen feet, was exhibited a fac-simile of a 
genuine five-dollar bill of the Ocean Bank. Mr. 
Dye pointed out the beauties ofthe workmanship 
of the note, and said that by the shading of the 
letters in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred a per- 
son could tell a good bill froma bad one. A coun- 
terfeit five on the Ocean Bank was also exhibited 
on the panorama, as the difference could be easily 
seen, even by an unpracticed eye. 

The lecturer then explained the manner in 
which counterfeiters make plates and bills. The 
last new mode is to transfer by means of white 
wax. Even by the folds of the dress of the figures 
on the vignette the work is seen to be imper- 
fect,- Counterfeiters are generally satisfied if they 
can produce the general features of a bill. 

The best counterfeit bill that was ever made 
was a fifty on the State Bank of Missouri. But 
it was imperfect in the shading, and was detected. 
A counterfeit note is the hardest thing in the world 
to make, because it must be made perfect. 

. five-dollar bill on the Marmers’ and Mecha- 
nics’ Bank of Hartford, altered from Pontiac, 
Michigan, was next shown on the panorama. It 
was calculated to deceive all outside of the bank. 
It was the note of a broken bank, but the plate 
had been a good one, and was engraved by Raw- 
don, Wright, & Hatch, of New York- 

The next shown on the canvas was a five on 
the Weybosset Bank, of Providence, Rhode Is- 
land. It was a Michigan bill, with the title of .a 
genuine bank inserted. By looking close at the 
shading around the lettering, it appeared broken, 
Every thing is complete on the bill, except that 
the counterfeiter ‘altered it. 

The most dangerous ofall, a spurious note, 
was tthen exhibited. It was a three on the Mer- 
cantile Bank, Salem, Mass. Where counterfeit- 
ers have got hold of genuine dies, they might 
alter that bill to every bankin North America, 
without altering the title. 

The lecturer said that, some years ago, a cer- 
tain captain got a plate engraved in New York 
for the Planters Bank of Alabama. He brought 
good recommendations, and as it was customary 
in those days toallow the banks to carry away 
the plates, the customer obtained possession of 
the plate. He went to Lexington, Keytucky, 
and there joined a gang of counterfeiters. As 
there was no Planters Bank of Alabama, they 
went to St. Louis, had Alabama beaten out of 
the plate and Tennessee inserted, It then read 
“Planters’ Bank of Tenessee,” and thousands of 
dollars were made and circulated by the vil- 
lians. 

Mr. Dye related some of the tricks of the fra- 
ternity to circulate their vile trash, A counter- 
feiter was riding along the road with a farmer, 
and knowing that the latter had about two dollars 
anda half in good gold, contrived a plan to get it 
from'him. He took from his pocket‘a counter- 
feit five, and dropped it in the road, Stopping his 
horse suddenly, the counterfeiter told the farmer 
he. saw a five-dollar bill on the ground. Fle’ got 
off his horse, picked up the bill, and generously 
offered to divide the prize. The farmer gave 
him his gold, and received the counterfeit bill in 
exchange, with many thanks to the liberal 
stranger. 

The panorama next exhibited a fifty on the 
Providence Bank, Providence, Rhode Island. It 
is what is termed a raised bill. The bill is gen- 
uine in every particular except the denomination, 
which was altered from “one tu fifty.’ The 
counterfeiters probably did this work with a pen- 
knife and pen. Itis important, to detect this 
class of bills, to lool close atthe letter s in dol- 
lars, to see if it has been added. 

Another bill represented on the canvas was a 
twenty on the Manufacturers’ Bank, Ware, 
Mass. It was an altered bil!, and the entire end, 
where the word ‘twenty ” occurs, had been ex- 
tracted by a chemical process, and the paper was 
left almost as white as il was origanally. It can 
be easily detected by looking, at the end piece, 
This was a one-dollar bill. ‘Phe “one” ‘has 
been scraped. off, and “{twenty” printed in_ its 
place, leaving a whitish appearance around the 
letters.. It can be detected by roughness all over 
the face. 

Mr, Dye said it was folly to think of preventing 
counterfeits by having the: bills: red an the back. 
He thought that was rather an assistance to 
them. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr, Dye alluded 


to the great improvements which had heen made 
by bank noté engravers in the perfection of their 
work, which now cefies the sil] ofthe most in- 
genious counterfeiters.

of England. ‘The bank, however, failed, 
and the banker died, leaving behind him a 
lovely and highly-accomplished young lady, 
his daughter, penniless: She at one time 
took to the stage, and possessing a charm- 
ing voice, a beautiful person, together with 
considerable talent, she was very successful. 
In or near the same town there resided, at 
the same time, a worthy gentleman upwards 
of 60 years, unmarried, but haying three 
daughters by his deceased wife. He engag+ 
ed the banker’s daughters as a companion for 
them; but he himslf became so enamoured of 
the banker’s daughter, that he ultimately 
married her. Afterwards they went abroad, 
andtresided for some time ina town on the 


coast of Spain ; but ultimately he returned |. 


to England, and bought a villa on the banks 
of the ‘Thames. While residing there, a 
young clergyman of the Chureh of England, 
belonging to the low church or evangelical 
party, was a frequent visitor to the house, 
and accompanied them on visits or excursions. 
One day, while sailing on the Thames, the 
boat or yacht was upset. The old gentle- 
man caught his young wife in his arms, and 
sustained her in the water as long as possible. 
calling out to the young clergyman to swim 
towards them and “ save her!’? and he. then 
sank to rise no more; but the clergyman had 
reached the lady, and making desperate 
efforts he saved her from a watery grave. 
Some months afterwards she gratefully pre- 
sented the preserver of her life with her hand, 
and an income left to her by her first hus- 
band or £2000 a-year. Subsequently they 
came and resided in a smal! town on the sea 
coast, not a thousand miles from Brighton. 
Ifere he was rector of the parish, and built 
a noble parsonage house, at a cost of £5000, 
on glebe land, where he resided. He had, 
at the instance, it is said, of his wife, aban- 
doned the low church for the high church 
party, and gaye great offence to some of the 
old parishioners by the changes he introduc- 
ed, being what is termed a “ Puseyite,? or 
“'Practarian;” but within the last few days 
this gentleman has embraced the tenets of 
the Roman Catholic Chureh, and recanted, 
it is said, what he now considers the errors 
of Protestanism. He ceases, of cousse, to 
be a clergyman of the Church of England. 
All bis effects at the parsonage house are to 
be sold; and he loses, we believe, all interest 
in the parsonage house ; and he and his family, 
it is said, are about: so proceed to Italy. 
Asa married man, he cannot be a priest in 
the Catholic Church, and therefore cannot 
administer at the altar ; but we believe that 
in some similar cases converts have been per- 
mitted to preach, and that may be all he may 
desire. This “conversion,” or, as some 
vill term it, “ perversion,” has made as great 
a sensation in the church as did the conver- 
sion of Archdeacon Manning, who is 'the in- 
timate friend of the gentleman we have been 
speaking of, and who, asit is said, was instru- 
mental in his “ conversion.”— Brighton Ex-

and protection. After he was taken on shore, 
he repeated what he had before stated, and 
is how at liberty in that Island, to do as he 
pleases, like any other freeman. [He declares 
he will never leave Antigua. Capt. Lairfax 
had been shown the statement which anpeare. 
ed in the New York Fferald on the 9d ult., 
relative to Ross by the United States Consul 
at the Island of St. Thomas; and without 
any instructions proceeded at once to Anti- 
gua and assumed the hostile position as nolic- 
ed in our last publication. 

“ Governor Hamilton and Captain Pearse, 
of the Medea, did all they could to explain 
and conciliate, and the latter officer courte- 
ously wenton board the Cyane himself, but 
met with a similar reception to that of his 
Lieutenant—Captain F. would not salute the 
British flag, as he considered his own flag in- 
sulted; and this high position he continued 0 
hold throughout.

Fresh Arrival of Fugitives. 


We had the pleasure of seeing Seven very 
intelligent, fine-appearing fugitives, this 
morning, fresh from the land of the “Peculiar 
Institution,” the blessings of which they 
seemed not at all to appreciate. Two of 
them, a young, married couple, left in Octo- 
ber last, and has just arrived, having been 
delayed by sickness and the dangers of their 
wearisome journey. One was from Dela+ 
ware ; the other from the same neighbour- 
hood, This party when it left, cohsisted of 
four males and two females, all foung peo- 
ple. ‘They came on in good order, for a 
time in carriages, without opposition; but 
before reaching the borders of the free 
States, they were attacked by a party of six 
whites, They took their horses from the 
carriages, and mounted them; two of the 
men taking each a female behind him, and 
the other two going singly. Those with the 
females escaped, but the men who were alone 
were probably captured, as they have not 
been heard from. The seven arrived at 
Loguen’s last night, where they were cared 
for, and are probably now on their way for 
the Land of the Free. Two of ‘them were 
married to-day.— Syracuse Chron.

Lynching. 


On Friday night last, a party of men repaired 
to the residence of Mr’ Simeon N. Drake, of this 
city; end called. for Mr: John Brady, who was 
boarding at the house. Upon, his appearance at 
the door they seized and gaged him, and then; 
sans ceremonie, proceeded to shave his head and 
‘to administer a coat of tar and varnish to his 
face. 

The reason for this'summary affair is as. fol- 
lows: Mr. Brady, who is, or rather was, the prin- 
cipal of one of our city schools, wrote a letter, a 
short time ago, {0 a paper published in Oxtord, 
Ohio, caltimnious in its character, and filled with 
unwarranted and coarse allusions to some of our 
most esteemed citizens. It related to the instita- 
tion of slavery, aS it exists in this community, 
and'some ot the Stiggestions which it. contains 
are as uniqueand original as any we have yet 
seen from the pen of an Abolitionist. 

Mr. Brady was “not content with denouncing 
the tommiulity in general terins for countenance: 
ing slavery, but de “saw proper to advise Mr. 
Berkley, the worthy Rector of | the Hpiscepal 
Church, to convert his church into a slavery mart. 
and to sell slaves occasionally for the edification 
of his congregation. He also denounced’ others 
in our midst, although he did not name them: per- 
sonally, and upon the publication of his Jetter in 
the Kentucky Slalesman, great indignation spread 
throughout the city, and it resulted in the speedy 
punishment of its atthor, 9°

not be condemned... The letter of, Mr. Brady is 
outrageous in his tone and character, and any 
one who could allow himself ‘ogat the bread, pur;

recipient Of pablievlavour and coblidence. Te

Alh of: them 
were loaded with favours, and while they luxa- 
riated,in prosperity, they, were plotting the escape 
of the slaves of their patrons and’ peinusg slan- 
derous epistles, to be read and gloated over by 
their brother megro-thieves of the North, 

lt is proper.to add that the Gommon- School 
Comunittee of the,cily called Brady before them 
on Saturday morting, and upon his acknowledg- 
ing that he wrote the letter, atonce dismissed 
him.”

‘The in- 
stigators of such outrages, or those who con- 
nive at them, are made welcoine to Northern 
pulpits and communion-tables. 

Since the above was in type, we have 
been furnished with that portiun of Mr. Bra- 
dy’s letter which was deemed offensive by 
the people of Lexington, and, as we anticipat 
ed, we find that itis creditable to him both 
in spirit’ and ‘language. “After describing, 
a Christmas sermon, Mr. Brady, writing to 
hisfriend in Oxford, Ohio, proceeded as fol- 
lows: 

Curiosity at beholding a crowd so much denser 
than at the church, attracted my attention, and 
led me to halt a moment, when lo! there came to 
my ears thé hoarse notes of an auctioneer, selling 
a téllow-creature, a human being, to the highest 
bidder. : 

Never were my feelings so much shocked. 
Though I had betore witnessed the horrid specta- 
cle of the sale of a human being, yct, upon this 
day, commemorative of such an event as can 
never be known again upon earth—the birth of 
the immaculate and enly son of God—and alter 
sucha discourse as that to which we had just 
listened, to witness a deed $0 revolting at any 
time to the feelingsjof any one In the least degree 
imbued with Christian philanthropy, and 50 con- 
tradiciory of every precept.ol fim tor whorn the 
day had been named, it was really shocking 
beyond description, and to hear the auctioneer 
erying with stentorian voice, 
is bid for this boy,” ‘a fine likely. nigger goins 
for $1,285,” « must be sold to the highest bidder. 
It disgusted and shocked me beyond measure. It 
was almost enough to make one ashamed that he 
belonged to a race of beings that could so prey 
upon their species. : 

“Oh! what a contrast was this scene, almost at 
the door of the church, to what we might have

such a crowd there as they wanted, and, therefore, 
they came to the way leading up to the Temple 
of Justice (so-called).

On Fyiday night last (Jan.11th), about 9 o’clock 
while he was at his rooms in the house of a friend, 
there was a knock at the dvor-and a colored boy 
appeared, ant said that the Chairman of the 
School Committee wished to see Mr. Brady. 
Mr. Brady thought’the summons strange, and 


unsuspectingly went to the door, when he was 
seized and dragged through the front yard to .the 
street, there being not more than seven ot eight 
‘persons engaged in the work of violence. He was 
amazed, and could not think but that hé was the 
victim of Some queer practical joke, yet he did 
not know who would presume to take such lib- 
erties with him. When he was in the street, he 
was thrown down, and then began to call for 
help, wher’ one of the ruffians told him if he did 
mot shut his mouth his throat would be cut. He 
still continued to shout tor assistance, however, 
and was then severely choked. 

No one answered his cries for help, and some 
of the hair was torn from his scalp, ahd then a 
small quantity of black-paint was poured over 
his head. 'Thig ranfdown and stained his. face, 
and to some extent soiled his clothes, which were 
also considerably torn in the scuffle. But he was 
not stripped, nor was his head shaved ; neither 
was he tarred, and not a feather was used. As 
the party were leaving him, he asked what he 
had done that he should be treated in that_man- 
net, and he was told: “ You wrote that Oxford 
letter? Such was the revelation to him of his 
great crime. On returning to the house, he dis- 
covered that his pocket-book was gone, and she 
was personally in a deplorable eondition. He 
was almost speechless from the terrible choking 
he had suffered, and his jaw was dislocated, and 
pained him excessively. His face. was also 
scratched in places, and the villainous com pound 
was dreadfully disagreeable.

Mr Eprror:—lI could see but little of 
Chicago and its denizens when I last wrote 
you, consequently, could say but little; now, 
however, after having looked at the city, 
and having met some of the people in meet- 
ings and society, I think I may venture a 
remark or too. The town is, in brief, very 
large and handsome—the area Is greater in 
square miles than New York or Paris, of 
course, much of it is yet unreclaimed prarie ; 
but Chicago proper, is a specious business 
city, having the advantage of lake, river and 
railroads—tive different tracks or routes be- 
ing about to terminate therein. There is a 
steady and almost marvellous increase of the 
population, and as a result, land is worth its 
size in gold; and rents are higher, than in 
almost any other American city.

The, army from the north was under com- 
mand of Paul Ducayest, of 7000 men who 
took a southern route, of which nothin is 
known except that, after crossing” thesline 
ithey were met by a body of Dominicans, 
and the Jacmed regiment, which was in ad. 
vance, broke their lines at the first fire, and 
precipitated themselves upon the rear and 
produced a general rout of the whole regi- 
gment. The force under the command of the 
emperor amounted to 18,000 men; when near 
Las Cahobas, in an open plain, bordered by 
a piece of wood, they came upon a body of 
Dominicans, about 400 in number, with a 
cannon. ‘The advance guards continued to.. 
move forward until within shot of the Domi- 
uieans, when the conflict occurred, and the 
tiaytians made a parcipitate retreat, throw- 
bug themselves upon the main body of the 
army, which was simultaneously charged b 
the Dominicans. A general retreat of the 
Haytians now ensued, leaving the emperor 
and his staff almost alone. Several of his staff 
olcers lost. their lives in defending him, 
Vhe emperor is said to have reached a'place 
about sixty miles from Cape Hatier, with 
6000. men. . The southern troops. who ‘de- 
se: ‘ed him so faithlessly, numbering 1000, 
pi 500 succeeded in reaching Las Caho- 
yas. The emperor sent orders for them to ’ 
join him, but they refused to do so. Where 
the rest of the army has gone was not known 
at Port au Prince. oe 

The emperor’s pecuniary loss must have 
een very'great. He had with’ him- over 
$300,000 in money, which was taken, and 
vith it most of‘the arms, ammunition and 
provision of his troops, for most of them 
hrew away their arms and took to their 
eels.
